An apology from Pope Francis 
to residential school survivors 
would go a long way toward 
reconciliation, says a local In¬ 
digenous elder. 

Prime Minister Justin Tru¬ 
deau asked the pontiff Monday 
to apologize for the Catholic 
Church's role in establishing 
and maintaining residential 
schools. 

Trudeau told reporters later 
he seemed open to Ebe idea in 
a private conversation. 

Ferule Marty, an elder living 
in Edmonton with roots in the 
blizabeth Metis Settlement, at¬ 
tended St. Dominic hlementaiy 
School in Cold Lake, which he 


says wasn't a residential school 
but replicated many of their 
protocols. 

He describes how he couldn't 
speak his language, was 
strapped if he did and was re¬ 
ferred to as “la sauvage." 

“1 finally learned that carry¬ 
ing that hatred around wasn’t 
doing me any good. I learned 
to let go of that.” he said. “For 
the Pope to make an apology 
to the Indigenous people of 
this land, it would help with 
the healing so much, knowing 
that it's coming directly from 
the top of the church." 

Miranda Jimmy’s father at¬ 
tended a residential school, 
and she says his upbringing 
affected her childhood, too. 
It’s the reason Jimmy, w^ho is 
also run ni ng for city counci I, 
co-founded Reconciliation in 
Solidarity Edmonton, or RiSb. 

“There was abuse in the pro¬ 
cess of just taking you away 
from your family, culture and 
language, and that needs to be 
acknowledged,” she said.

City approves new infill rules

Driveways issue 
to be discussed 
by planners in 
the summer

City council approved a state of 
new rules Monday that will haw 
a big impact on future infill de¬ 
velopments in the city's mature 
neighbourhoods — making new 
builds slightly taller, and cut¬ 
ting some of the red tape for 
developers. 

Councillors voted unani¬ 
mously to approve almost all 
of the changes to Edmonton's 
Mature Neighbourhood Overlay, 
the document that sets out rules 
on the shape and design of infill 


development i n about 100 older 
communities. 

“This is a positive step for¬ 
ward overall." said Coun. An¬ 
drew Knack during the debate, 
noting the city's extensive public 
engagement. “I think this will 
allow ns to better achieve our 
infill targets.” 

For the sake of density, the city 
wants to make sure 25 per cent 
of new builds are infill, meaning 
new development in older neigh- 
bourtuxxis. Ho wever, the current 
rules governing infill have raised 
concerns among both develop 
ers and community members, 
concerns which the new rules 
were created to address. 

Changes approved Monday 
that will make things easier 
for builders include increasing 
height requirements to accom¬ 
modate two-and-a-half storey 
homes, and reducing the num¬ 
ber of people who need to be 
notified about minor changes

to new developments. 

Community members with 
the Edmonton federation of 
Community Leagues told coun- 
dllors they supported the major¬ 
ity of the changes, except for 
the one dealing with driveways. 

City planners suggested 
that new homes should have 
a front driveway leading into 
a garage, at least in non-tree- 
lined neighbourhoods 
where the majority of 
the other homes do. 

But community groups, 
developers and city councillors 
were all caught off guard. 

“Streets must be pedestrian 
friendly They should not be as¬ 
saulted with a row of front-yard 
parking lots." said Irene titain. 
civics director of the West Jasper 
Place community league. 

After approving all the other 
changes, councillors sent admin¬ 
istration back to have another 
look at front driveways. 


“We 
have to 
remember that 
aU of this legislating 
is a work in progress," 
said Mayor Don Iveson. 

Council will meet again on 
Aug. 28 to discuss the front drive¬ 
way situation. All of the changes 
will take effect in [September.

“fourth industrial revolution " 
according to the Business De¬ 
velopment Bank of Canada. 

Their new report, released 
Monday, shows Albertan busi¬ 
nesses slower than those in other 
provinces when it tomes to im¬ 
plementing digital technologies 
in manufacturing (eg. sensors 
and robotics), 

“We're not sure exactly why 
because Alberta is usually the 
champion in technology," said 
BDC Chief Economist Pierre 
Cleroux. 

In Canada, 45 per cent of 
Quebec businesses have imple¬ 
mented digital technologies, 
compared to 35 per cent of Al¬ 
berta businesses, which falls 
below the national average of 
39 per cent. 

Digital software being used in 
manufacturing can spot chan¬ 
ges in the production process 
at every step to correct defects.

The Canadian government 
is stepping up its efforts to 
counter the threat of famine. 

International Development 
minister Marie-Claude Bibeau 
announced Monday the launch 
of the Famine Relief Fund, an 
effort that will match dona¬ 
tions made to registered Can¬ 
adian charities for the same 
cause between March 17 and 
June 30 this year. 

The new commitment 
comes two months after Metro 
launched the Focus On Fam¬ 
ine series, highlighting the 
growing hunger and famine 
in Hast Africa and the Middle 
East,, and chronicling efforts 
of local immigrants to bring 
relief to desperate families. 

The United Nations has 
already declared famine in 
some parts of South Sudan, 
while warning that millions of 
people in Somalia, Yemen and 
Nigeria are suffering from hun¬ 
ger and severe malnutrition. 

About 20 million people in 
the four countries are at risk of 
famine, while drought and in¬ 
stability in surrounding coun¬ 
tries such as Kenya and Ethi¬ 
opia add weight to the crisis.

‘This relief fund is needed

Over 160 lulled , thousands displaced 


A group of Sri Lankan soldiers 
carried a body wrapped in a 
tarpaulin to police for identifi¬ 
cation, while others dug Mon¬ 
day through piles of mud, un¬ 
earthing a motorbike, pieces of 
furniture and clothes, the only 
signs of 15 homes that stood 
on Kiribathgala Hill just a few 
days ago. 

Helicopters searched else¬ 
where for people still marooned 
after rain-triggered floods and 
mudslides inundated villages 
last Thursday, killing at least 169 
people and leaving 102 others 


missing, officials say. 

The rains caused part of Kiri¬ 
bathgala Hill to come crashing 
down, burying the 15 homes 
and their 26 inhabitants under 
huge rocks, mud and fallen coco¬ 
nut trees, village officer Udari 
Erabedda said. Soldiers have 
recovered 12 bodies, including 
those of two women and a child 
dug out on Monday. The others 
remain missing. 

The hill in Sri Lanka's Katna- 
pura district, known for gems 
and precious stones, is 120 kilo¬ 
metres southeast of the capital, 


Colombo. Most residents make 
their living by tending small 
plots of tea or spices, or by work¬ 
ing in nearby gem mines. 

K.W. Kobo Singo, 72. lost his 
daughter, granddaughter and 
four great-grandchildren. 

“1 heard a huge sound and saw 
large rocks and trees crashing 
down," Lingo said. “Within five 
minutes everything was over, the 
whole area was a heap of mud." 

Terrified villagers huddled 
in a nearby school, having left 
their homes for fear of more 
mudslides. 


With more rain expected 
later Monday, rescuers raced 
to evacuate villagers from the 
most vulnerable areas around 
the conn try. .Already, more than 
75.000 people have taken shelter 
in 337 relief camps set up in the 
south and west. 

An air force helicopter on a 
relief mission crash-landed near 
Baddegamu town in the south on 
Monday. All 11 people onboard 
escaped unhurt. Earlier, an air¬ 
man died after filling while try¬ 
ing to rescue a marooned person 
from the air. rnt associated press

On March 11. KCMP say a 
54-year-old man died after be¬ 
ing struck by a car in Cape Bre¬ 
ton. as he was flagging passing 
motorists for help. The suspect 
vehicle failed to stop, a release 
said, and the victim was taken to 
hospital and later pronounced 
dead. 

‘"That's the first time I've seen 
that,* Cpl. Jennifer Clarke, N ova 
Scotia RCM P spokeswoman said 
on Monday, “it doesn't mean it’s 
never been laid before, but let’s 
just say it's unique." 

RCMP's Cape Breton Traffic 
Services announced on Monday 
they had charged a .Sydney man 
in the case. 

Thomas Joseph Smith, 26, 
faces these charges: failure to

B.C.’s NDP, Green Party to form government

Green Party letider Andrew Weav¬ 
er said he saw a different side of 
NDP leader John EEorgan during 
negotiations since the province's 
historic election on May 9. 

Both intend to see a differ¬ 
ent side of the Legislature soon, 
swapping their opposition seats 
for the other side of the floor to 
form a minority government. 

The two parties have an¬ 
nounced they've struck a four- 
year "confidence and supply 


agreement* to form B.C.‘s next 
government, one that will end 
the liberals' 16-year reign over 
the province. The NDP's 41 seats 
and the Greens' three would 
represent a majority of votes in 
the Legislature, more than the 
Liberals’ 43. 

Weaver has been in negotia¬ 
tions with both parlies since elec¬ 
tion night and said be was willing 
to work with both its long as they 
met certain Green conditions: 
such as banning union and cor¬ 
porate donations in politics and 
moving toward a proportional 
representation electoral system.

the deal), but Weaver said it wall 
focus on commonalities between 
the parly platforms.

Digging in downtown

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In addition to celebrating 20 years of of conserving 
fish and wildlilti populations, Alberta Conservation 
Association (ACA) Is pleased to have their work 
recognized as a finalist for an Emerald Award. 

Conserve, protect and enhance has boon a part 
of their ONA since the group formed in 1997, and, 
as Todd Zlmmerllng, ACA President explains, the 
organization lias since been conserving fish, wildlife 
and habitat for Albertans to enjoy, value and oso, 

''We have taken on a phenomenal number of 
conservation projects over the last two decades 
and developed partnerships with a wide range 
of individuals, groups and corporations, 11 says 
Zire marling. 

With its partners, the organization has directed 
about $220 million ever 20 years toward conservation 
projects that preserve fish, wildlife and habitat 
for future generations, Zim marling says this type 
of conservation is important to ACA because it's 
important to Albertans. 

41 Rural or urban, people In this province love to get 
outside and enjoy the outdoors, whether it's to hunt 
or fish, birdwatch or pick berries. People want wild 
spaces and Species conserved - it’s important to 
Albertans and it's what we do at ACA," he says.. 

While the core of ACA's work in fisheries, 
wildlife and land has remained consistent, how 
they do their work has changed over the years - 
from adopting drones and solar-powered g(f-$ite 
watering technologies to building positive long-term 
partnerships with landowners, municipalities and 
industry. 

The ACA is excited to be named an Emerald Award 
Finalist in the Community Group or Not-for-Prolit: 
Large Organization category, calling it an honour for 
the entire organization to bo recognized by peers for 
their accomplishments. 


For the last few years, energy, forestry and pipeline 
industries have collaborated to restore habitat for 
Alberta's boreal woodland caribou populations—a 
led a rally-listed species-af-risk. With other industry 
players, Devon Canada has spearheaded the 
RICC (Regional Industry Caribou Collaboration) 
to coordinate habitat restoration across lease 
boundaries, and tg monitor response pi wolves (the 
leading cause of declining caribou populations) 
Project manager Am it Saxon a, of Devon Canada, 
says the RICC has been recognized by government as 
a model for other similar potential projects in Alberta. 
Besides the beneficial Impact on the environment 
that comes from returning caribou populations to a 
healthy level, there's also value in the collaboration 
of business, says Soxena. 

“It's a whole new way to do business. Companies 
traditionally focus on their own leases, but here 
we're working together to do the research on 
effective treatments to deter wolf movement, and to 
restore large patches of land in the caribou ranges cl 
northeast Alberta, 1 ' he says. 

To date,, project accomplishments include 
habitat restoration treatments on over 1,000 hnear 
kilometers of industrial footprint, an interactive 
mapping portal of data, and extensive wild I lie 
monitoring, which includes remote technologies and 
manual collaring of wolves, "We're already seeing 
success of the restoration work, and are hoping to 
see beneficial Impacts of caribou populations within 
a couple of years” he says, 

The project is an Emerald Awards finalist for the 
Shared Footprints category, and is a joint effort of 
Devon Canada, Canadian Natural Resources Ltd., 
Cengvus Energy, Imperial Oil, Sfcatoil Canada, Alberta 
Pacific Forestry Industries, and MEG Energy. 


This is one initiative that truly started, from the 
roots up, 

Hoot tor Trees is an enhanced tree-planting 
program that works to preserve and expand 
Edmonton's urban forest through partnerships with 
corporations, community groups, and individual 
residents, according to City of Edmonton Community 
Greening Supervisor, Katelynne WePh. 

Together with 4,100 volunteers, the Hoot for Trees 
initiative saw more than 36,400 native, ornamental 
and fruit bearing trees and shrubs planted In 2016, 

“Going forward, we have an annual goal of planting 
45.000 trees in hopes to achieve the overall goal of 
doubling Edmonton's urban lores! within 10 years," 
Webb adds, 

The initiative is so successful that it has 
recognized as an Emerald Awards Finalist In the 
Government Institution category. Trees provide 
many environmental benefits, such as improved 
water quality, healthy ecosystems, carbon dioxide 
reduction and native species conservation, 

“By becomirtg an Emerald Awards Finalist, we hope 
to reach a wider audionuu and continue towards our 
goal of building a sustainable urban forest. As more 
volunteers become involved with the initiative, we 
can continue to positively impact Edmonton's urban 
landscape and create stewards of Edmonton's urban 
forest,” Webb says. 

Another focus for the organization is to expand the 
sponsorship program to further engage corporations 
In stewardship of the urban forest while providing 
them with an opportunity to meet their sustainability 
goals, 

Edmonton Ians are invited to sign up and participate 
in tree planting events, in which they are provided 
with all the materials required tor an exciting and 
educational day in nature. This includes shovels, 
gloves,, and native trees, shrubs, and wild bowers. 


More than 10 years ago, a group of companies 
and government agencies came together under the 
umbrella of fRI Research with the goal of developing 
a better system to Inventory, manage and repair 
stream crossings. 

They succeeded - and the results have garnered 
recognition from the Alberta Emerald Awards in the 
Sharing Footprints category for The Foothills Stream 
Crossing Partnership (FSCP), 

'“Since 2006, 8,400 stream crossings have 
been inspected at least once, far a total of 16,QQQ 
inspections," explains F$CP spokesperson Ngaig 
Barit. 

Since 2011, FSCF members have mitigated fish 
barriers at over 200 stream crossings and have 
scheduled the repair nf fish harriers in 55 priority 
watersheds looking forward to 2020. 

“The scale of the problem is vast: there are over 
50,000 read and stream crossings in the province 
and many nf these crossings we re installed be lore 
the impacts of harriers on fish movement and 
sedimentation were identified,” Raril says. ^ : Many 
different industries, government agencies and 
private citizens own these crossings. 1 ' 

“Many amazing environmental initiatives and 
groups have been recognized by the Alberta Emerald 
Foundation and if is incredibly fulfilling to be among 
them," Baril says, adding that the organization is 
committed to improving fish passage and habitat. 
“This recognition is amazing and will provide the 
motivation required to keep improving fish habitat, 
one crossing at a time." 

The FSCP is a multi-industry partnership with the 
objective of improving the condition and performance 
u( stream crossings by inventorying, prioritizing, ! 
repairing barriers to fish passage, and maintaining 
watershed hcalfh.
